An_ incident involving the 


alleged sexual molestation of a 
young girl on campus was 


reported to the Santa Ana Police 
Department (SAPD) last month. 

The complaint was filed by 
the girl's mother, a SAC student. 
Both the victim’s and the 
mother’s names were withheld 
by the SAPD. 

SAPD Juvenile Investigator 
Frank Stastny is presently 
heading the inquiry and briefly 
outlined what occurred during 
the alleged molestation. 

The mother came to Nealley 
Library to take an exam at 6 
p.m. and left her daughter, 7, 
and 5-year-old son alone. 


Four hours of free legal 
consultation will be available on 
campus through the College 
Legal Plan, scheduled to start 
March 2. 


According to Don McCain, 
activities director, ‘It’s a total 


-campus program.’’ All students 


will be able to use the service, 
which is being paid for entirely 
by the Associated Student Body. 


A lawyer will be at SAC every 
Wednesday from 11 a.m. to 3 
p.m. .and a 24-hour phone 
number will be available to 
students. 


Consultation will be offered 
free to students, with a charge 
about half of the usual fees for 
filing and court representation.

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Juicy answers give 
zap to energy Crisis

Students may soon be taking a dim view of all the current 
shortages and wonder if the college has enought juice to function. 

Signs of the current crisis are already evident. The fountain in the 
center of the campus has been turned off. Lights are dim in the halls 
and coffee has gone from 10 cents to 15 cents a cup. 

Although it seems that SAC is just preparing for the shortages 
now, actually, the college administration has been energy conscious 
for some time. 

George Pace, director of campus services, Started an energy 
conservation program two years ago. One of his innovations is a red, 
white and blue sticker, reminding faculty members to turn off lights 
as rooms are vacated. Pace has them posted by light switches in most 
rooms on campus. 

Education still shines at night despite the dimming lights. SAC’s 
site lights are on photo cells which have timing systems. The lights 
turn off at daylight and turn on at dusk automatically. 

Some lights have been disconnected in Hammond and Dunlap 
Halls. Attempts were made to turn off lights in Russell Hall but 
science instructors blew a fuse and protested, charging that the lights 
were needed for lab work. 

Pace said he does not plan to turn off any more lights until he 
receives word from the California Community College Chancellor's 
office or from Gov. Brown. 

The campus service director is also prepared for the water 
shortage. The sprinklers are on automatic timers which regulate the 
ground system,thus saving water. 

He also plans to insulate the heaters for both men’s and women’s 
showers, saving energy used to heat water. 

While some see coal or other fuels as an alternate source of 
energy, Pace feels it’s almost impossible at SAC. ‘‘The college can’t 
convert because the equipment is not convertible to different fuels. 
The cost would be prohibitive,’’ he stated. 

The energy crisis has been developing for some time because of 
the shortage of-fossil fuels but the water shortage is new to Southern 
California. 

This phenomenon, according to Ralph Hannon, geography 
teacher, is the result of a high pressure ridge incorporating the 
“Pacific High.’” This high normally migrates southeast and weakens 
in the winter, causing storms. For the last two years, the ridge has 
served as a barrier blocking rains. 

Hannon feels things may get worse if the situation continues. 
“We're in trouble already in terms of water supply in California but 
if the high pressure ridge remains in place next winter, it will 
certainly lead to water rationing in California and in other parts of 
the west.”’ 

Students thirsty for information on how to combat the crisis may 
tap Hannon for ideas. One of his suggestions is to wash your car 
once a month, using only one pail of water.

“Journey into night” - forgotten

The Center Theatre 
Group/Ahmanson's production 
of Eugene O’Neill’s Long Day’s 
Journey Into Night is a long ride 
indeed. 

O'Neill's play was his painful 
study of all the sorrow and 
tragedy in his family, condensed 
into a single day in August, 
1912. In it, He sought to 
exorcise the ghosts of his past 
and ‘‘to face my dead last. . 
with deep pity and 
understanding and forgiveness 
for all four haunted Tyrones.” 

His Father is the stingy, 
narrow-minded James Tyrone, a 
classical actor who traded his 
talent for wealth. Mary Tyrone 
is his mother, an embittered 
woman lost to drug addiction. 
His brother is Jamie Tyrone, a 
hopeless shell of a man wasting 
his life on whisky and women to 
escape the mental anguish - he 
cannot express or come to terms 
with. Edmund Tyrone is O'Neill 
as a young man, consumptive 
and confused but beginning to 
get some insight into himself and 
his family. 

It may be that Long Day’s 
Journey is a dream, but if it is, 
it’s a nightmare filled with 
revulsion, not a summer idyll. 
The ensemble. would have done 
better to work on putting some 
life into these all too real 
characters. 

Director Peter Wood's 
cast fails to bring in any of the 
passion of a family being torn 
apart at the roots, Charlton 
Heston apparently forgot to 


read O’Neill’s stage directions,

because the character James 
Tyrone plavs is not the one 
O'Neill wrote. 

Heston underplays more than he 
needs to, and he comes across as 
a disinterested patriarch, not as a 
vivacious man watching 
helplessly as his life crumbles 


before him. 
Andrew Prine fails totally 


with his lackadaisical approach 
to Jamie. The characterization 
lacks the ‘intensity of a man 
driving himself to 
self-destruction because he can't 
face his own demons. 

Robert Burke’s Edmund is 
less cold, but again, no real 
feeling or passion comes 
through. Edmund is the only 
one emerging from the night 
with a new-found wisdom and 
will. Instead, Burke scratches the 
surface, never digging down to 
reveal a profound rebirth. 

Deborah Kerr is closer to the 
ethereal quality of Mary Tyrone, 
and her portrayal of the tortured 
woman as a split personality is 


clever. Unfortunately, her 
dramatic virtuosity overlooks 
the depth of Mary’s vital 
character. 


The impression everyone 
gives is one of a polite dream, 
unpleasant perhaps, but 
forgotten in the morning when 
the fog clears. They seem 
more concerned with technical 
polish and naturalistic 
performances than with the 
tragedy of a family that forgot 
how to communicate and 
remembered only how to suffer. 

Its people are emotionally 
crippled ang their dreams 
shattered. Yet 


they are strangely ennobled by 
their tragedy as they grope in 
the shadows for an escape from 
their pain, and they are very 
much alive. 

O'Neill stared deep into the 
hurt. This production gives it a 
shallow glance. There is no life 
here, only cold plastic and 
cardboard.

“I 
think this will be a good year for 
us,”” Guleserian observed. ‘We 
have a team good enough to 
finish in the top three spots in 
the conference.”’ 

Since SAC has had _ prior 
competition, finding players for 
the conference team was not 
difficult for Guleserian. Most of 
the players have had some prior 
experience in volleyball. 

Pedro Velasco, for example, is 
one of the top Hawaiian players 
for the Dons. His father was an 
All-American at various levels of 
competition for 10 years. 

Also coming from Hawaii are 
Joseph Kalema and Miles Kaawa. 
Other top prospects for the 
Dons this season _ include 
Stanlislaw Marc, John Ashen and 
Ed Risco. 

Hawaii has also produced four 
of the women who played for 
SAC’s national champions. 

One of the biggest problems 
facing the SAC volleyball team is 
financial backing. ‘‘We need 
outside sponsors to supplement 
the funds allocated to us from 
the college,”” Guleserian stated. 

Helping the volleyball team is 
a Hawaiian organization which is 
sponsoring a trip for the Dons to 
the islands during Easter, to 
compete in an open-invitation 
tournament. “This trip is not 
only an asset in aiding recruiting 
efforts,’’ the coach said, ‘but it 
will give us a chance to play 
some of the top teams in 
California and Hawaii.” 

“Although taller men have an 
obvious advantage in volleyball, 


we have quite a few small 
players who are tremendous 
leapers’’, he said. 

The team will receive its 


supreme test at the final game of 
the season when they tangle 
with USC, considered to be the 
chief threat to UCLA's 
volleyball championship reign. 

SAC’s first season in 
conference competition should 
prove to be quite an experience. 
The net result could be another 
championship trophy in SCC 
competition.

SAC stomps Cerritos 
to face Hornets in title bid

It’s now or never. 

SAC’s unpredictable 
basketball squad will face its 
most important task of the 
season tomorrow night in its 
own gym as it hosts Fullerton 
College, the South Coast 
Conference leaders, in a 
do-or-die clash which will either 
force a playoff contest between 
the two if the Dons winjor will 
give the Hornets the undisputed 
title if the Dons lose. 

Coach Rolland Todd’s young 
team improved its league record 
to 9-2 Wednesday night with an 
important 93-69 win over 
Cerritos to set up tomorrow’s 
conference finale. The win was 
SAC’s 20th and marks the fifth 
year in a row the Dons have won 
20 or more. Fullerton had a bye 
Wednesday. 

The Hornets (10-1) handed 
SAC its first conference loss, 
84-77, then advanced to the top 
position when the Dons fell to 
Mt. SAC, 81-75. 

The Mt. SAC defeat has to be 
the lowest point in the team’s 
experience since the Mounties, 
who were considered to be the 
best squad with All-American 
Angel Santiago until he was 
removed from the team, were 
scratching the surface in last 
place. It also put the Dons in a 
catch up position behind the 
Hornets. 


SAC entered SCC play ranked 
as the second place team by the 
Sports Information Directors of 
the member schools. Mt SAC 
was rated first, and Fullerton 
was ranked 5th. 


Should the 
all-time SAC leading scorer Steve 
Smith in Command, gain revenge 
on Fullerton, a playoff contest 
will probably be scheduled for 
next Saturday on a_ neutral 
court. 


If such is the case, it will be a 
repetition of last year’s SCC 
finish. In 1976 SAC romped

We've 
bounced back.” 


Regarding Fullerton, the 
mentor realizes the Hornets are 
“obviously not a fluke by now. 
They’ve won 10 games and will 
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at least share the 
championship.” 

“We have to play our game. 
We didn’t do a good job at their 
place last time, we have to this 
time,’ Todd continued. ‘‘l don’t 
think they'll do much to change 

. . when you get to your 11th 
game you don’t change too 
many things. You just play your 
game.” 

SAC won't change their style 
or game.-plan either, and with a 
win, they'll get an opportunity 
to repeat last year’s dramatic 
ending a shot at the 
prestigious state crown.
